we Join them. Anderson's folly 
should be a lesson to him and to 
the Fourth Estate • get the 
facts. Sadly enough, Anderson 
didn't seem to try very hard in 
the Eagleton case.

George McGovern formally 
opened his full-time come-from- 
behind bid for the presidency 
today, echoing his party's tradi- 
tional Labor Day appeal to the 
working man's pocketbook. 


The South Dakota senator, 


who trailed President Nixon by 
34 points in the latest Gallup 
Poll, told labor gatherings in 
the Akron-Canton area the ad- 


ministration favors oil million- 
aires, large corporations and 
other "special interests." 


But the American public, 


McGovern said, got "the eco- 
nomic black magic invented by 
Richard Nixon when he gave us 
recession and inflation at the 
same time." 


McGovern's speech for the 


Labor Day crowd—a rally and 
a picnic—was heavy on the so- 
called "bread and butter is- 
sues" of jobs and taxes, and 
very light on the issue that first 


brought McGovern to national 
prominance—the Vietnam war. 


McGovern broke his party's 


long-standing tradition of open- 
ing the campaign in Detroit's 
Cadillac Square and opted in- 
stead for appearances at a La- 
bor Day parade and rally in 
Barberton, Ohio and a United 
Auto Workers picnic in Chip- 
pewa Lake, Ohio. Later in the 
day he planned to fly to the 
West Coast for an AFL-CIO pic- 
nic near Oakland, Calif., and 
an overnight stay in Seattle.

to the fact Shriver was George 
McGovern's seventh choice to 
replace Sen. Thomas Eagleton, 
D-Mo., as his running mate. 


At a dinner Sunday with 130 


Democratic politicians and la- 
bor leaders at a downtown 
Charleston hotel, Shriver assail- 
ed as "typical of Republican 
mentality," what he called Nix- 
on administration plans to cut 
back sharply on federal health, 
education and job training pro- 
grams.

SAIGON (AP) — President 


Nguyen Van Thieu has decreed 
the death penalty for hijacking 
and a number of other offenses 
and abolished court trials for 
military men and civil servants 
accused of major crimes. Now 
Thieu or his chief appointees 
will judge and sentence them. 


The edicts are contained in 


two more decree laws issued 
under a six-month grant of spe- 
cial powers Thieu obtained 
from the Senate in June, when 
government forces were reeling 
from the North Vietnamese of- 
fensive. 


As reported today by the gov- 


ernment news agency, Vietnam 
Press, the second of the two 
new laws gives the president, 
prime minister, other cabinet 
ministers and the chairman of 
the joint general staff the right 
to judge and sentence: 


1. Civil servants accused of 


treason or cooperating with the 
Communists. 


2. Military men accused of 


desertion, rebellion, unauth- 
orized surrender or violations 


or orders in the face of the ene- 
my. 


3. Civil servants or military 


men accused of such crimes as 
murder, rape, corruption, em- 
bezzlement of public funds and 
theft or sale of government 
supplies and equipment. 


The only restriction on the 


exercise of these summary 
powers is that each case must 
be investigated, and accused 
persons have the right to make 
pleas in their own behalf. 


For lesser charges against 


military men and civil ser- 
vants, regular court procedures 
remain in effect. 


Thieu already has ordered 


the arrest of some military 
field commanders for derelic- 
tion in combat situations, par- 
ticularly the abandonment of 
positions without authority. But 
the theft and resale of military 
fuel, weapons and other items 
has continued to be a major 
form of corruption within the 
armed forces. 


In the other new decree, 


Thieu ordered the death penal- 
ty for the hijackings of an air- 


craft or watercraft, and also 
for kidnaping, armed robbery, 
robbery conspiracy, gang rape, 
forcing someone to engage in 
prostitution, and commission of 
any other "violent act" result- 
ing in an innocent death or dis- 
abling injury.

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North Vietnamese 
raid ranger camp

The border camp was defend-

Field reports said 54 of 
the rangers had been accounted 
for, and it was believed a num- 
ber of the others had escaped 
and would turn up at other gov- 
ernment posts later. 


The Plei Djering camp had 


been surrounded and under ar- 
tillery siege since Saturday. Its 
only two 105mm howitzers were 
damaged in the initial attacks, 
and it could not return the ar- 
tillery fire. 


Hundreds of rounds of 130mm 


artillery shells, rockets and 
mortars hit the base before a 
ground assault before dawn fin- 
ished it off. 


The U.S. Command 
an- 


nounced the loss of three heli- 
copters in other areas of the 
Central Highlands and said two 
Americans were killed and 10 


were injured in the crashes. 


Hundreds of South Vietnam- 


ese rangers also began a new 
drive into southern Cambodia, 
seeking to block North Viet- 
namese infiltration 
into the 


western Mekong 
Delta. But 


only light, scattered fighting 
was reported. 


Typhoon Elsie hit south Viet- 


nam's northern coastline after 
bringing U.S. air operations to 
a virtual standstill on Sunday. 


With gusts up to 80 miles an 


hour, Elsie moved inland more 
than 50 miles below Da Nang 
and began losing steam in the 
mountains to the west. It 
dumped several inches of rain 
on Da Nang and the coastal re- 
gion. There were no immediate 
reports of casualties or dam- 
age. 


The U.S. 7th Fleet as a pre- 


caution kept all its planes 
aboard the carriers in the Ton- 
kin Gulf Sunday, and no mis- 
sions were flown in North or 
South Vietnam for the first 
time in months, spokesmen 
said.

Poll favors coalition 
government for Vietnam 


PRINCETON, N.J.(AP) - 


Forty per cent of Americans 
believe a coalition government 
should run South Vietnam after 
U.S. troops pull out, according 
to the Gallup Poll. 


Twenty one per cent say it 


doesn't make much difference 
who runs the nation, the poll 
also noted. 


The poll, released Sunday, 


also showed 51 per cent of 
those interviewed 
feel 
the 


United States should continue 
to send military aid to South 
Vietnam after American troops 
withdraw. 


According to the Gallup or- 


ganization, responses to the 
questions about who will govern 
South Vietnam and continued 
American aid were similar 
among all population groups, 
and among supporters of both 
President Nixon and Democrat- 
ic 
presidential 
candidate 


George S. McGovern. 


The polling organization also 


noted that even those under 30, 
who have been vocal about the 
Vietnam war, had responses 
that closely paralleled those for 
the nation as a whole. 


In the first question those in- 


terviewed were asked whether, 
after U.S. troops withdrew, 
they'd favor South Vietnam 


being run by a coalition govern- 
ment, the South Vietnamese or 
the Viet Cong and North Viet- 
namese, or if it didn't make 
much difference to them. 


Forty per cent prefered a 


coalition, 29 per cent the South 
Vietnamese and 1 per cent the 
Viet Cong and North Vietnam- 
ese. Twenty one per cent said it 
didn't make much difference to 
them, and 9 per cent had no 
opinion. 


The second question was 


whether, after the troop with- 
drawal, the 
United 
States 


should continue military aid to 
South Vietnam or cut off such 
aid. 


Fifty-one per cent favored 


continued aid, 39 per cent said 
aid should be ended, and 10 per 
cent had no opinion.

Air Force said that on Satur- 


day its F4 Phantoms wrecked 
one of North Vietnam's biggest 
air bases, at Phuc Yen, 10 
miles northwest of Hanoi, and 
shot down a MIG19 interceptor 
that challenged the raiders. 


The storm did not affect the 


Air Force's high-altitude B52 
bombers, which on Sunday and 
Monday flew 15 strikes against 
targets in the demilitarized 
zone and the southern part of 
North Vietnam and another 60 
in South Vietnam around Quang 
Tri City, the Que Son Valley, in 
the central highlands and 30 to 
40 miles north of Saigon. 


Ground fighting was reported 


for the second day at Tien 
Phuoc, 10 miles south of the 
Que Son Valley. Viet Cong 
troops were trying to seize a 
hilltop strongpoint overlooking 
the town, and militiamen de- 
fending the town have been 
reinforced. 


In the Que Son Valley, South 


Vietnamese forces occupied po- 
sitions on two hills at Fire Base 
Ross, but the North Vietnamese 
still control Ross and are en- 
trenched in well fortified posi- 
tions, field reports said. 


North of the Saigon area, 


South Vietnamese forces push- 
ing toward the enemy held 
Quan Loi airfield east of An 
Loc clashed with an estimated 
400 North Vietnamese and 
claimed 111 of them were 
killed, but only 14 weapons 
were reported captured.

one more today. One more 
event, that is. But few people 
doubt that when he finishes an- 
choring the 400-meter medley 
relay he'll make it seven golds 
as well. 


By taking six, he's already 


become the greatest Olympian 
ever—not just the greatest 
swimmer. Previously, the only 
man to win five had been Ital- 
ian fencer Nedo Nadi back in 
1920. 


Miss Gould was aiming for 


her fourth gold Sunday in the 
800-meter freestyle, hoping to 
surpass American Debbie Mey- 
er's harvest of three in 1968. 
But the Aussie ace was aced 
out of it by another 15-year-old 
lass, Keena Rothhammer of 
Santa Clara, Calif. 


"I swam the way I planned," 


Keena said alter her world- 
record clocking of 8:53.6», add- 
ing: "I was aware of Shane all 
the way." Shane finished near- 
ly three seconds later. 


Gunnar Larsson won his sec- 


ond gold of the Games, sort of 
biting the hand that fed him. 
The Swede had trained for two 
years at Long Beach State in 
California.

a letter sent by him to North 
Carolina Gov. Robert W. Scott, 
urging help in obtaining a bur- 
ial. 


Biaggi said that, "as a hu- 


man being and a person with a 
sense of Christian charity and 
concern for the sanctity of the 
human body, I find this Roman 
Circus exhibition of the re- 
mains of a human being ghoul- 
ish in the least and an insult to 
human decency and justice," 
Biaggi added. 


Newspaper 
accounts 
said 


Consceppo was killed near Lau- 
rinburg in 1911 by a fellow car- 
nival worker. The dead man's 
father, who spoke no English, 
paid part of the McDougald fu- 
neral home's burial fee. How- 
ever, as he never returned to 
pay the rest or to give burial 
instructions, the body remained 
unburied. 


Biaggi, who started a hunt 


for relative of Consceppo, both 
in Providence, R.I., the last 
known address, and in Italy, 
said McDougald "is insisting on 
payment of storage and other 
fees amounting to more than 
$5,000 before he will consider 
burying the body." 


Father forgives son

Wife of author is 
arrested in Zurich 


ZURICH, Switzerland (AP) — 


Edith Irving, fighting tears 
after she was separated from 
her children, was arrested at 
Zurich Airport today as she ar- 
rived from New; York to face 
Swiss charges arising from her 
part in her writer husband's 
hoax autobiography of Howard 
Hughes. 


"I surrender to Swiss author- 


ities because I hope and believe 
that I will be given a fair 
trial," she told reporters in a 
broken voice after alighting 
from the airliner with her two 
sons. "I hope the whole thing 
will be over soon." 


Looking haggard, she said 


she hoped the children would 
be well taken care of during 
the time she would have to 
spend in custody. 


"The best thing would be if I 


could keep them with me in 
Jail," she added. 


The two boys, aged 4 and 2, 


and their nurse had left in a 
police minibus before she met 
the press. Her Swiss lawyer, 
Dr. Peter Widmer, joined her 
in the ride to the office of Zur- 
ich's district attorney, Peter 
Veleff. 


She was arrested on a Swiss 


warrant charging her with 
fraud and forgery in cashing— 
as "Helga R. Hughes"-$650,000 
in checks given her husband by 
New York publisher McGraw- 
Hill and intended for the recl- 
usive billionaire. Swiss author- 
ities announced last Friday that 
most of the money has been re- 
turned to McGraw-Hill. 


Mrs. Irving, 37, already has 


served two months in jail in the 
United States, pleading guilty 
to charges of complicity. Her 
husband, Clifford Irving, start- 
ed a 2tt-year term in the feder- 
al penitentiary at Lewisburg, 
Pa., a week ago today. 


Court sources here said it 


might take six months to a 
year before a decision is made 
on an indictment in her case. 
But officials have indicated she 
might be freed pending trial 
after investigators are satisfied 
there is no more danger of 
"collusion." 


Under the Swiss penal code, 


conviction on fraud and forgery 
carries prison terms of up to 
five years.

Governors tell McGovern 
it's a steep uphill fight 


HILTON 
HEAD 
ISLAND, 


S.C. (AP) — Southern gover- 
nors have told Sen. George 
McGovern he faces a steep up- 
hill fight to carry the South 
against President Nixon. 


The Democratic presidential 


candidate met Sunday night for 
almost three hours — an hour 
longer than he had planned — 
with 15 of the governors at a 
private dinner held on the eve 
of the opening session of the 
Southern Governors 
Confer- 


ence. 


McGovern said afterwards he 


did not seek endorsements and 
received none. 


But North Carolina Gov. Bob 


Scott, 
a 
vocal 
critic of 


McGovern at the Democratic 
National Convention,announced 
later that he would serve as 
chairman of McGovern's North 
Carolina campaign. 


South Carolina Gov. John 


West, previously a fence-sitter, 
said he would vote for the tick- 
et. But, he added, "My recom- 
mendation is that each voter 
study the issues and the candi- 
dates and make his decision ac- 
cording to the dictates of his 
own conscience." 


West joined a growing list of 


Southern governors who said 
they could do no more for 
McGovern than cast a Demo- 
cratic ballot. Making similar 
statements after the meeting 
were Govs. Warren Hearnes of 
Missouri, Jimmy Carter of 
Georgia, and Dale Bumpers of 


Arkansas. 


Some of the Democratic gov- 


ernors interviewed after the 
meeting - Bill Waller of Mis- 
sissippi for one — said they had 
not yet made up their minds 
whether they could even vote 
for McGovern. 


McGovern made no speech to 


the governors. Hearnes said no 
issues were discussed and that 
the conversation focused on or- 
ganization. 


The senator's only public re- 


marks of the evening came 
when he held a brief news con- 
ference before flying on to Ak- 
ron and Dayton, Ohio. 


McGovern conceded he faced 


an uphill fight "to carry this 
section of the nation," but 
added " I won't concede a 
single state." 


He pledged to return for 


more campaigning in the South. 


Sources inside the meeting 


said McGovern generally de- 
tailed his campaign plan and 
th« governors assessed his situ- 
ation in each southern state. 
Almost to a man the governors 
said Nixon now led McGovern 
in their state. 
Carter of Georgia doubted 


McGovern could carry as many 
as five Deep South states. "I'd 
be very surprised if he did that 
well down here," said the Geor- 
gian. 


Vet is 'too young to retire' 


EUREKA, Calif. (AP) - A 


25-year-old veteran who lost 
both hands and part of his vi- 
sion in Vietnam says he's "too 
young to retire," so he's taken 
a job pumping gas. 


For the past three months 


John Eliason, a former Army 
infantry medic, has held down 
a part-time job at a local serv- 
ice station, and his employer 
says he's "a real good work- 
er." 


"He's pumped gas, changed 


tires, checked oil — done al- 
most everything," said station 
manager Richard Nelson. 


Eliason was 19 when he was 


drafted and sent to Vietnam. 
Two years later on a bunker 
near Dak To, a grenade ex- 
plosion blew off both his arms 
below the elbow and lodged 
three pieces of shrapnel in his 


right eye. 


After a year and a half in 


hospitals, he was discharged 
with full disability pension and 
Social Security benefits, but 
balked at the prospect of a life 
of idleness. 


Eliason and his wife, Melissa, 


whom he met shortly after re- 
turning to the United States, 
could have lived on a per- 
manent income of more than 
$800 a month from military 
benefits. The couple has a 13- 
month-old daughter, Susan, and 
another child on the way. 
, "I'm too young to retire," 
Eliason said in an interview. 


"It seems really odd to be in 


my position — to be retired at 
21 when everyone else has to 
wait until they're 65." 


At first, he said he "hung 


around" the station lending a 


hand during peak hours, then 
gradually worked his way into 
a part-time job. 


The 
bearded, long-haired 


Eliason shows little bitterness. 
Though he said he opposed the 
war when he was drafted, he 
now feels a United States victo- 
ry in Vietnam would help jus- 
tify his loss. 


Not only can Eliason perform 


with his one prosthetic arm 
most of the chores any service 
station attendant would, he also 
drives a car, occasionally rac- 
ing his on a nearby track. 


Eliason, who all his life has 


been an avid collector of 
snakes, frogs and other rep- 
tiles, says his handicap has giv- 
en him one distinct advantage 
over most other people. 


"Who else can catch a rat- 


tlesnake with his bare hand?" 
he said.

Arkansas hunters. 


The season will run from 


November 25 through January 
13,50 days, the same length as 
last year. However, as many 
sportsmen have requested, the 
duck season will end five days 
later this year. This action was 
taken in the hope that severe 
weather in the states to the 
north will drive ducks into 
Arkansas before the season 
closes. 


The bag limit will again be 


four ducks. All four may be 
mallards, but the bag may not 
include more than two wood 
ducks. 
Canvasbacks 
and 


redheads may not be taken at 
all this year in Arkansas or any 
other state in the Mississippi 
Fly way. 


Hunters will be required to 


have a valid Arkansas hunting 
license and a valid federal 
migratory bird stamp (duck 
stamp). The cost of the duck 
stamp has been increased by 
the federal government from $3 
to |5 since last season. 


Hunters will also be required 


to plug any guns with a capacity 
of four or more shells to reduce 
(b.e total capacity of the gun to 
three shots before reloading. 
Tbe plug must be of such design 
flip! it cannot be removed 
without disassembling the 


weapon. 


Shooting hours will again be 


from one-half hour before 
sunrise to sunset. 


SPECIAL ATTENTION 


Upland or "farm" game will 


soon be receiving considerable 
attention from the Arkansas 
Game and Fish Commission 
and the Arkansas Cooperative 
Extension Service. These two 
agencies have entered into a 
cooperative agreement 
to 


launch a program aimed at 
improvement of upland game 
populations, namely quail, 
rabbits, and squirrels. Ac- 
cording to Extension Wildlife 
Specialist Robert Pierce these 
species will receive the bulk of 
the effort, but on lands where 
deer and turkey populations 
exist, these species will also 
recieve some benefits. 


In describing the program 


Pierce said it would be modeled 
after other Extension programs 
that emphasize landowner 
education, motivation, and 
involvment. Pierce said there 
are 50,433 farms in Arkansas 
that total 15,694,527 acres, and 
the operators of these farms 
control the fate of game on over 
47 per cent of all the land in the 
state. 


Through this program the 


Cooperative Extension Service 
effort will be primarly directed 
through 
preparation 
and 


distribution of publications on 
farm game management; 
county meetings with land 


managers to encourage in- 
tegration 
of agriculture and 


game management practices; 
development and dissemination 
of 
information 
regarding 


federal assistance programs 
related to wildlife; conducting 
short 
courses 
on 
game 


management, 
educational 


efforts through the use of mass 
media; demonstrations and 
farm visits; and confernece and 
training sessions with Game 
and Fish Commission per- 
sonnel. 


The Game and Fish Com- 


mission will assist in the 
cooperative extension service's 
educational effort and provide 
technical assistance to land 
managers. 


Pierce emphasized the fact 


that this is a fledgling program 
and the first few months after 
its inception will be devoted to 
planning 
and 
preparation 


before the statewide programs 
can be launched. He said that 
details on who landowners can 
contact for assistance will be 
released sometime in late 
October or early November. 


Officials of both the Game 


and Fish Commission and the 
Extension Service have stated 
that it is recognized that this 
program will not produce 
immediate dramatic 
results, 


but it is believed that it will 
produce more upland game, by 
being built on a foundation of 
landowner motivation, than 
have more expensive "action" 
programs of the past.

Hijacking 
discussion 
set today 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Dele- 


gates from 17 nations planned 
to meet here today to begin 
work on a treaty for joint ac- 
tion against countries which 
fail to adequately discourage 
airline hijackings to their soil. 


U.S. Treasury Secretary John 


A. Volpe was prepared to deliv- 
er a tough speech on the sub- 
ject at the opening meeting of 
the legal subcommittee of the 
International Civil Aviation Or- 
ganization (ICAO), his aides 
said.

The United Stales, with Cana- 


dian backing, wants the sub- 
committee to consider an inter- 
national airline boycott of coun- 
tries which fail to prosecute or 
extradite hijackers, or which do 
not return hijacked passengers 
and crews. 


A 
similar 
proposal 
was 


turned down by the ICAO last 
year. However, it called for a 
new treaty after a wave of hi- 
jackings last June prompted a 
one-day protest strike by pilots 
in several countries. 


The ICAO is the United Na- 


tions agency with jurisdiction 
in civil aviation matters at the 
international level. 


The United States argues that 


a joint international suspension 
of air service to countries 
which do not discourage hijack- 
ings would have better results 
than boycotts by individual 
countries.

Crowd causes mammoth problems at rock festival

A 
spokesman for promoters said 
only 50,000 had been antici- 
pated. 


The spokesman said 25,000 


advance tickets were sold at 
|20 each and about 5,000 tickets 
were sold at the gate for $25 
each. The rest of the crowd 


was listed as gatecrashers, 
many of them swimming to the 
island. 


Food was trucked in and ex- 


tra toilet facilities were under 
construction as many of the 
young fans spread into sur- 
rounding towns in search of 
food and a place to sleep. 


Promoters Robert Alexander 


and Andrew Duncan said the 
food situation "is getting bet- 
ter," but held open the possi- 
bility of dropping food from 
helicopters. 


Two of the headline groups 


scheduled to play, Joe Cocker 
and the Black Sabbath, looked 


at the crowd, demanded more 
money and refused to play. 


The site is a 900-acre former

It is located 
in Illinois, but the only access 
is a Posey County, Ind., road. 


The festival originally was to 


end about 6 p.m. EST, today,

Business Mirror 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - 


City National Bank of Colum- 
bus has spent the last eight 
months trying to find out if 
people like you can be weaned 
away from checks and cash. 


City National would give you 


a magnetized credit card in- 
stead. 


Art Kelly, the young City Na- 


tional officer who is running 
the experiment says, "Some- 
thing has to be done to cut both 
the cost of checking accounts to 
customers and to relieve the 
paperwork that is just about 
out of hand." 


In the City National con- 


cept—machines, which would 
substitute for bank windows 
and tellers—would be scattered 
around something 
like soft 


drink machines, perhaps in 
parking lots of big industrial 
plants or in stores. 


At the moment, City National 


is trying to figure out if there's 
enough profit in the scheme. 
Bank-Americard, one of the 
largest credit card firms, is a 
partner with City National in 
the experiment. 


Two hundred sixty U.S. banks 


and financial institutions in Ja- 
pan, 
France, sweden, Den- 


mark, England, Canada, Puerto 
Rico and West Germany also 
want to know the answers. All 
have sent representatives to 
find out what City National has 
been doing. 


What City National did last 


October was to issue magnetiz- 
ed Bank-Americard cards in af- 
fluent Upper Arlington, a Co- 
lumbus suburb of about 40,000. 
The magnetic stripe on the 
back tells a computer who 
owns it. 


The bank also signed up 27 


firms and installed card ter- 
minals at their cash registers. 
Card terminals essentially are 
push-button telephones hooked 
up to a central computer. 


Then the bank made the com- 


puter talk back with a vocabu- 
lary of 24 words. 


You buy. A clerk pushes in 


the sales total. The computer 
voice repeats the charge. If it's 
correct, then a computer cred- 
its the business with the 
amount of the purchase and 
debits the customer's bank ac- 
count with the same amount. 


In just 14 seconds, the seller 


has his money. The customer 


didn't have to handle cash or 
write a check, and the bank ac- 
quired an automatic record. 
The bank clearing house was 
relieved of paperwork. 


In eight months of this ex- 


periment, $500,000 in 30,000 
transactions have gone through 
the computer. Sixteen of the 27 
firms already have said they 
would like to make the system 
permanent, six others gave fa- 
vorable reactions and three 
said they were "marginal about 
the program." 
Still to be heard from official- 


ly is the customer. That will 
come out of a report by Field 
Research Inc., of San Fran- 
cisco. But some unofficial ob- 
servations are possible. 
Is hog 
cholera 
checked? 


IOUISVILLE, Ky. (AP) - 


Kentucky'scommissioner of ag- 
riculture says this week will be 
the "critical period" in deter- 
mining whether an outbreak of 
hog cholera that started in Ken- 
tucky two weeks ago has been 
checked. 


Wendell Butler said that agri- 


culture officials "are crossing 
our fingers" in hopes no new 
cases are reported. He noted 
the incubation period for the 
disease is 13 to 14 days and 
said if this week passes without 
a major new .outbreak, the 
greatest danger 
will 
have 


passed. 


Meanwhile, two herds of 


swine exposed to hog cholera 
were slaughtered in Ohio Satur- 
day and another herd is to be 
destroyed Tuesday in an effort 
to prevent the spread of the 
disease in that state. 


About 5,500 swine have been 


killed in Kentucky, Ohio and In- 
diana since the disease was dis- 
covered. 


In addition, Tennessee agri- 


culture officials have imposed a 
quarantine on importation of 
Kentucky swine. 


The disease is fatal to hogs, 


but cannot be contracted by hu- 
mans.

Dear Dr. Lamb - Would 


you kindly tell me why, when 
I take the so-called water 
pills once a day for two days, 
I have a feeling of weakness 
that really puts me out of 
commission? Incidental- 
ly, I'll be 90 next month. 


Dear Reader-By water 


pills, I presume you mean a 
pill that will cause the kid- 
neys to form more urine. 
Pills of this type are some- 
times used to enable women 
to lose water if they retain 
fluid just before their men- 
strual periods, and they re 
also used in the treatment of 
high blood pressure or the 
accumulation of water in the 
body from a number of dis- 
eases, including heart trou- 
ble. 


M o s t of the water pills 


work by causing the kidneys 
to discard sodium, common- 
ly found in table salt and 
other foods. Sodium is a nat- 
ural and necessary element 
in the normal body. We have 
e n o u g h sodium chloride 
(table salt) in our bodies to 
make the blood and other 
free fluids about as salty as 
ordinary sea water. As long 
as sodium salt is retained by 
the body, the body will also 


retain water. If the sodium 
is eliminated by the kidneys, 
a certain amount of water 
will go with it. Thus the way 
to get rid of excess water in 
many instances is to get rid 
of excess salt. 


So far, so good, but the 


problem is that many of the 
water pills also cause people 
to lose other salt, including 
potassium salt. Potassium is 
commonly found in fruits 
and fruit juices. Loss of too 
many of these minerals will 
cause fatigue and other prob- 
lems. Too great a loss of or- 
dinary sodium salt will also 
cause fatigue. Many people 
do feel "washed out" after 
they've passed a lot of water 
from taking a "water pill 
that also eliminates a cer- 
tain amount of the body's 
salt. 


Now I'd like to caution you 
against misinterpretation of 
my remarks. Do not assume 
that you should take salt to 
counteract this r e a c t i o n 
you're haying. That could 
actually be dangerous if you 
need to eliminate excess salt 
that you've already accumu- 
lated. The best thing for you 
to do is to talk to your doc- 
tor and perhaps he can sug-

lem, or he may be able to 
cut down the strength of the 
water pills you are taking 
or even give them less often. 
Sometimes 
a low dosage 


taken consistently is better 
than a large dose intermit- 
tently. The large dose may 
cause a sudden washing out 
of a lot of salt and water. 


Of course, some of these 


situations are like being be- 
tween the devil and the deep 
blue sea. You have to have 
the pills to keep the body 
from becoming excessively 
overloaded with water and 
causing other problems, and 
yet if you take the pills for 
the reasons I h a v e men- 
tioned, you can have some 
side effects. The only proper 
decision the doct9r can make 
in this instance is to choose 
the lesser of two evils and 
usually this means giving 
the water pills. Incidentally, 
individuals taking " w a t e r 
pills" who perspire a lot be- 
cause of the summer heat 
or physical activity may be- 
gin to have symptoms of 
fatigue, whereas in the cool- 
er months, or without sweat- 
ing, they are normally ad- 
justed.
